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YDRO-ELECTRIC AGREEMENT 


Leading Business Men Support 
Power Contract Offered City; 
Claim Benefits Are Enormous 


Bankers and Commercial Lights of Edmonton 
in Interview Have No Hesitation in Ex- 
pressing Approval of Edmonton 


Power Com 


pany’s Offer 


Business men are the life-blood 
of a community, and when the ad- 
vice of a business man is sought 
on any topic, his opinion generally 
carries weight with the majority of 
the residents. 

Take the bank managers for in- 
stance. They are in touch with 
financiers, they know the rise and 
fall of the commercial market and 
are thoroughly acquainted with 
the pulse of public opinion. 

Wholesale houses know whether 
business is good in any munici- 
pality, business men generally keep 
well in touch with everything that 
is going on in their place of busi- 
ness and all around them. When 


the leading spirits, the sustenance 
of a community, get together and 
talk over any important subject, 
and decide for or against it, then 
their opinion is generally 
founded and is reliable. 

The bank managers of Edmon- 
ton, through their organization, 
met One afternoon last week and 
discussed hydro-electric, the 
agreement before the burgesses tu- 
day, and what the advent of a 
cheap power supply, together with 
the investment of private capital 
means to Edmontén. They pass- 
ed a resolution unanimously, sup- 
porting the agreement, 

Business ‘ten “Have voluntarily 
come forward ‘with written»: opin- 
ions regarding the power agree- 
ment. Others have come out and 
opposed the agreement, J. E. 
Wallbridge being in the spot light 
on account of his legal opinion. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that Mr. Wallbridge is the lawyer 
for the Wabamun company, the 
competitor of the Edmonton Pow- 
er Company, and when Mr. Wall- 
bridge appeared before the city 
council supporting the claims of 
the company, he was asked: “Are 
you appearing as a lawyer for the 
company or as a citizen?” 

Mr. Wallbridge replied: “loam 
here as both. If I was not here in 
the company’s interest I would not 
be here as a citizen.” 

Mr. Wallbridge evidently is still 
acting for an opposition company, 
since he did take the interest 
us a citizen then andthe same an- 
swer holds good’ now. 

Business men who are 
handling contracts and agreements 
know when parties are protected, 
and the consensus of opinion is 
that the city of Edmonton is am- 
ply protected by the power agree- 
ment. If the citizens approve of 
the contract, then private capital 
is inveted, on which the citizens 
are not called upon to repay in 
their taxes by the sinking fund or 
interest. Private capital is need- 
ed in Edmonton. The municipality 
has invested $12,000,000 on its 
utilities against which there are 
$37,000,000 bonded indebtedness— 
a debt bigger than the whole pro- 
vinee of Alberta, and these utilities 
are big deficit preducers at that. 

With the construction of a huge 
dam and the erection of a hydro- 
electric power development, Ed- 
monton is assured of a cheap pow- 
er supply for thirty years. After 
this war is over there will be the 
biggest industrial upheaval = the 
world has ever known and new 
fields will be sought by the manu- 
facturers. Western Canada is the 
logical location for some of these 
industries, and if Edmonton is to 
compete with other western cities, 
it must have some inducement to 
offer. Can Edmonton say we hay» 
so many millions of dollars of pri- 
vate capital invested here? No! 
Can it say that investers are wel- 
come? No! + Edmonton has refus- 
ed to answer the knock of'Mr, Op- 
portunity on more than one oceas- 
ion, and if the hydro-vlectric agree- 
ment is voted down, the news wil 
go out to the financial world that 
Edmonton, Alberta, does not want 
capital invested, that it looks un- 
kindly on offers to help develop 
the city, and the biggest “knock” 
of all will bé the continuance un- 
der the heavy load of deficit pro- 
ducing utiljties, a dear power sup- 
ply and no chance to entice indus- 
tries to locate. 

Edmonton has spent over $24,- 
000 in twelve months’ employing 
an expert to get mantfacturers lo- 
cated in the city. Look around 
and see the result of the campaign. 
What is the payroll? The Edmon- 
ton Power Coptpany. to make tmo-

The business men con- 
nected with the company are men 
of repute, of stunding in the do- 
minion, and their word will do 
more towards bringing industries 
than all the paid boosfers in the 
city. Think it‘over Mr. Property 
Owner and then decide which is 
best. To have $7,500,000 invested 
at a time when the city is bank- 
rupt and needs a stimulus, or to 
continue with the bank directing 
the expenditures of the corporation 
and no relief in sight? 


Here are a few opinions express- 
ed by business men, men of repute 
in the city who have stated their 
stand without fear or favor. 

First the BANK MANAGERS 
hitve gone on record, collectively 
and individually, as favoring the 
agreement. At a meeting of their 
organization, known as the

5. Stimulate business generally 
hy the large expenditure of money 
in the construction of the propus- 
ed system.”

W. C. McKAY, Manager McKay 
Coal Compan “T believe the 
agreement is a good thing for the 
city ond that the increased indus- 
trial growth will more than make 
up any coal business lost at the 
power plant. I intend to vote for 
the agreement.”

SAM J. GORMAN, President 
Gorman, Clancey & Grindley; ‘If 
the hydro-electric plan is to be 
curried out as I understand it is to 
be, | am heartily in favor of it.” 


G, A. HOLMAN, Manager of the

Company and the Canada Nation- 
al Fire Insurance Company: “T am 
in fauyor of the power agreement 
for the following reasons: 
“Because I believe it will mean 
the investment of _ much needed 
private capitak in Edmonton. 
“Because, in’ my opinion, — the 
rates offered by the Power Com- 
peony will prove more economical 
than the present method. of mak- 
ing power. 
“IT believe, 


if the agreement is 
passed, the increase in industrial 
development in Edmonton, will 
create a market for labor, which 
does not exisi at the present time. 

“Tam not in favor of municipal 
ownership owing to the fact that 
I have never seen any instance 
where it has been successfully car- 
ried out. 

“Consequently | personally = in- 
tend to support the power agree- 
ment.” 

“Tt turther believe that the mo- 
ney to be expended by the hydro- 
electric company is greater than 
those opposing the contract claim 
it to be, but feel confident that in 
spite of this opposition it will pass 


with a heavy majority, and Ed- 
monton will benefit materially 
through the money that is to be 


expended in the next three or four 
years. Municipal ownership is a 
wonderful thing in theory, but in 
practice no one in Edmonton. can 
call it a success.”

dam on the Saskatchewan river in 
controlling future floods, and par- 
ticularly the opinions on this sub- 
ject as welt known engineers, such 
aus Prof. L. A. Herdt of McGill 
University; Henry Holgate, well 
known hydraulic engineer of Mon- 
treal; KE. Merecea, superintendent 
of Quebee Canals, and also William 
lL.
